Coleman said he had warned John­ 
son to stay ' away , in v iew of the 
threats Johnson had made to do him 
harm. When Johnson failed to stop . 
coming toward him, Coleman said he 
shot hint. 


Bracken said in sentencing Cole­ 
man that the cou rt believ es Coleman 
had a v iolent dislike for Johnson and 
the ap p earance of Mrs. Bland and 
Johnson at tile barbecu e together 
with the cu rsing by Mrs. 
Bland,

man which resu lted rn the death of 
Johnson.

Dix o n Minister Returns 
Fro m So uth America Trip 


A Dix on minister has retu rned from a month’s v isit to 
Sou th America with some interesting v iewpoints abou t 
world affairs and the feeling s of Sou th American people 
reg arding the United States. 
The Rev . Harold Du de, pastor of the Methodist Chu rch, 
left Miami, Fla., Oct. 15 by jet plane with 39 Methodist 
ministers, fou r ministers wiv es and a lay man, in the fifth 
annu al Sou th American Ev ang elical Mission, a joint project 
of the Board of Ev ang elism and Board of Missions of the 
Methodist Chu rch. 
The g rou p represented 26 states, 
with three from the Chicag o Area 
Conference, inclu ding Rev . Du de, in 
their v isits to Panama, Peru , Chile, 
Arg enUna, and Brazil u nder the g u id­ 
ance of Dr. Georg e H. Jones, Nash­ 
v ille, Tenn. 


Rev . Du de said the g rou p was in 
Bu enos Aires, Arg entina, when news 
of the Cu ban blockade came to them 
bring ing an u neasy feeling abou t 
themselv es in a foreig n land and 
their lov ed ones at home. They 
cou ld see and hear mu ch ex cite­ 
ment in the streets and on the radio 
as people talked of President Ken­ 
nedy ’s decision, bu t the lang u ag e 
barrier made it difficu lt for them 
to find ou t details. He believ es most 
of the people approv ed of the action 
as they saw sig ns written on wails 
say ing , “Cu ba-Si . . . Ru ssia-No”. 
Throu g h 
interpreters 
he receiv ed 
the impression people thou g ht more 
shou ld hav e been done sooner. 
The Dix on pastor had made a trip 
fou r y ears ag o with tile Mission and 
was able to draw a comparison be­ 
tween conditions then and now. He 
said the Commu nists are working 
harder now, especially with the il­ 
literate people, and they are spend­ 
ing millions of dollars on radio pro­ 
g rams to pu t across their ideas. The 
prev ailing sentiments of the com-1 
mon people are not with the Com­ 
mu nists and the Rev . Mr. Du de feels I 
there is g reat hope for the people | 
of Sou th America. The continent 
presents an opportu nity for America 
to win a battle with Commu nism, 
the minister said. 
He predicted a g ood fu tu re for 
Brazil, now in a stag e of prog ress 
comparativ e to the United States 
abou t ISIK). In Bolo Horizonte. Bra­ 


zil, a city of 600.000 popu lation, the 
pastor reports ov er a hu ndred new 
factories hav e been bu ilt or are in 
the process of constru ction. He said 
many Sou th American cities are 
beau tifu l and hav e modern bu ilding s 
and streets, bu t nearly alway s he 
fou nd in the su bu rbs a pitifu l squ al­ 
or almost u nbeliev able to an Amer­ 
ican. He was impressed with this 
abru pt chang e from new bu ilding s 
to squ atter shanties and thou g ht 
more cou ld be done than it appears 
is being done abou t it. 


Du ring the two weeks he spent in 
Ju iz De Fora with his partner, the 
Rev . Cecil Hardin. Bristol, Va., they 
preached sometimes as often as fiv e 
times a day in ou tly ing mission 
schools and small chu rches. In one 
Su nday School he saw bag s of food 
with these words stamped on the 
bag s, “This food donated by the 
people of the United States and is 
not to be sold.” The Rev . Mr. Du de 
was told that food receiv ed from 
chu rch org anizations in the U.S. is 


g iv en to needy families after chu rch 
serv ices. Detailed reports are kept 
on the distribu tion of oats, wheat, 
beans, oil, powdered milk, and other 
produ cts so that all may hav e a fair 
share. 


The Rev . Mr. Du de told abou t 
dietary problems of Americans in 
these foreig n cou ntries and admitted 
one slip-u p in the ru les for which 
he paid with a day s illness. Uncook­ 
ed v eg etables, fresh water or milk 
and u npeeled fru it are on the for­ 
bidden list, bu t the minister said he 
really ate all he wanted. He men­ 
tioned drinking literally g allons of a 
bottled fru it pop called “Gu arana” 
and said it was v ery g ood. 


In Arg entina, their diet was most­ 
ly meat, larg e slabs of it, with a 
black bean sou p and boiled rice. 


In Brazil, where most of ou r cof­ 
fee conies from, their coffee drink 
is made by filling a small cu p near­ 
ly half fu ll with su g ar, then pou ring 
a thick, strong coffee sy ru p in with 
hot water or milk, according to the 
trav eler. He said he didn’t learn 
to like the brew. 


The pastor said many stu dents 
there asked him abou t U.S. schools

and he believ es the stu dent ex ­ 
chang e prog ram is doing a g ood job 
in relations with other cou ntries. He 
also mentioned the Peace Corps as 
a g ood way for people to g et to 
know Americans and how they real­ 
ly feel. 
This trip for the pastor was spon­ 
sored by his own cong reg ation in 
the Dix on Methodist Chu rch. His 
prev iou s trip was partially sponsor­ 
ed by v ariou s donations of members 
of his former chu rch and other 
friends. The 
Ev ang elical 
Mission 
does not pay their ex penses. 


Dr. Chester Crow, Director of 
Ministerial Serv ices and Assistant 
Professor of Relig ion at Eu reka 
Colleg e, Eu reka, will be g u est speak­ 
er at Woman's Day Serv ices Su n­ 
day at the First Christian Chu rch, 
123 Hennepin Av enu e.

a centu ry ago recognized that agri­ 
cu ltu re was lagging and that the edu ­ 
cation of ru ral citizens was not keep­ 
ing u p with that of their u rban cou n­ 
terparts. 
They also recognized that democ­ 
racy, in order to flou rish, needed a 
well-informed 
citizenry’ who 
cou ld 
take pail in the problems of govern­ 
ment at the variou s levels. Edu ca­ 
tion. u p to the time these leaders 
began to stu dy the kind we needed 
in America, had been primarily for 
scholars, gentlemen and professional 
people. 
Their ideas were incorporated into 
the fabric of democracy in the rap­ 
idly developing nation and formed 
a solid base for a new type of edu ­ 
cational system for all people. Bu t 
it was not u ntil the land-grant idea 
was 
proposed 
that 
a 
mechanism 
came into being that cou ld weld these 
ideas into a workable system of ed­ 
u cation. 
Illinois can take special pride in 
the development of this system, the 
associate extension director stated, 
becau se Jonathan Baldwin Tu rner of 
Illinois College was one of the lead­ 
ing spokesmen for it. and Abraham 
Lincoln signed the legislation that 
brou ght it into being. 
Few dream s so large as the land- 
grant college dream have been so 
thorou ghly achieved in the history' 
of the world, according to Dr. Claar. 
Since the system's beginning in 1862, 
the land-grant colleges and u niver­ 
sities have been equ ally as concerned 
with helping adu lts continu e to learn 
throu ghou t their lives as with de­ 
veloping the minds of stu dents for­ 
mally enrolled on the campu s. This 
system of edu cation has played a 
considerable 
role 
in 
u ndergirding 
democracy and in developing ou r 
nation, both throu gh discovering new 
know ledge and throu gh spreading ed­ 
u cation widely to both adu lts and 
you th.

On e can u su ally ju d ge the Importan ce of a Un ited States Su preme 
Cou rt d ecision by n otin g whether or n ot it in spires a movemen t to 
amen d the Con stitu tion . Amen d men ts is the on ly way oppon en ts of a 
particu lar d ecision can reverse it, short of the cou rt itself chan gin g Us 
min d or make-u p at a later d ate. 
On e recen t example Is the campaign bein g mou n ted by the Cou n cil 
of State Govern men ts to amen d the Con stitu tion to restrict the power 
of fed eral cou rts to ord er reapportion m en t of state legislatu res. The 
Su preme Cou rt d ecision in Baker vs. Carr last March has resu lted in 
a raft of voters' su its in a n u mber of states. 
The cou n cil is n ot again st the prin ciple of reapportion men t to give 
city n oters a more equ itable \oice in state govern men ts; it ad mits that 
the d ecision has speed ed this process. 
Bu t it opposes an arm of the fed eral govern men t forcin g the states, 
In the word s of on e of its spokesman , “to act u n d er the whip.” 
The cou n cil's position will appeal to man y who n ew every move 
by the govern men t as on e more in a series lead in g to complete d omi­ 
n ation from Washin gton . This fear—which has plen ty of grou n d s— 
wou ld seem to be exaggerated in this case. 
The Su preme Cou rt is n ot takin g over the states or tellin g them 
how to reapportion . It is merely ad visin g them to get abou t a bu sin ess 
man y stu d en ts of govern men t thin k they shou ld have atten d ed to lon g 
ago. 
Con stitu tion al amen d men t Is a seriou s cou rse. The pru d en t cou rse 
wou ld seem at least to wait to see the lon ger-ran ge effects of the 
cou rt's d ecision before embarkin g u pon it.

A call to the American Society for the Preven tion of Cru elty to 
An imals brou ght two heavily gloved men . who expertly collared the 
d ogs an d took them away. The police d id the same with the bookies. 
To ad d to the woes of the bookies, the ASPCA later collected n in e 
d ollars from them in licen se fees for the d ogs.

Q—What is geo graphic 
to ngue? 
What causes it and what can I do 
fo r it? 
A—Geo graphic to ngue is a harm­ 
less co nditio n characterised by bright 
red areas o f no definite shape that 
lo o k a little like the map o f Erewho n 
o r Umpsy lv ania (befo re the armis­ 
tice). These areas may change their 
shape as they pro gress to ward the 
fro nt and sides o f the to ngue, then 
disappear. This cy cle may last fro m 
two to sev en day s. The reddened 
areas usually keep returning at inter­ 
v als. The cause is no t kno wn. Since 
the co nditio n is harmless no treat­ 
ment is required. 
The nicest part abo ut it is that 
no o ne will kno w y o u hav e this 
co nditio n if y o u do n’t bring the sub­ 
ject up In the co urse o f a co nv ersa­ 
tio n o r unless y o u are in the habit 
o f sticking y o ur to ngue o ut. Why 
no t fo rget it? If y o u do n’t bo ther it, 
it wo n’t bo ther y o u. 
Q—How d o you con trol a n ervou s 
stomach accompan ied by n au sea? I 
have tried several d ru gs bu t n othin g 
seems to work. 
A—There are several kin d s of n er­ 
vou s stomach an d they are d u e to 
man y cau ses. As with most of the so­ 
called n ervou s con d ition s, there is 
u su ally an u n d erlyin g emotion al d is­ 
tu rban ce. This may be cau sed by fi­ 
n an cial worry, marital u n happin ess, 
a d eep-seated an xiety goin g back to 
some child hood experien ce, or an y 
n u mber of similar factors alon e or in 
combin ation . 
Sin ce this is the case, it is n ot 
su rprisin g that d ru gs have n ot cu red 
you , althou gh some kin d s of d ru gs 
can sometimes help to break a vic­ 
iou s cycle (the more worry, the more 
n au sea an d the more n au sea, the 
more worry). In the en d , however, 
there is n ot mu ch chan ce of perma­ 
n en t relief u n til whatever life situ a­ 
tion is cau sin g the trou ble is d iscov­ 
ered an d corrected . 
In cid en tally, it is often easier to 
pu t you r fin ger on the cau se than it 
is to fin d a way ou t, bu t if you thin k 
you have fou n d the cau se, some solu ­ 
tion is almost su re to presen t itself. 
Q—My hu sban d is u sin g a formu la 
to promote the growth of hair on his 
scalp. The formu la con tain s an ovar­ 
ian extract. Can it be harmfu l in an y 
way or cau se female characteristics 
to appear? 
A—Estrogen s are sometimes help­ 
fu l in stimu latin g the growth of hair 
bu t the d osage mu st be very carefu l­ 
ly con trolled . If the d ru g is u sed ex­ 
tern ally I d o n ot thin k that en ou gh 
estrogen will be absorbed to d o an y 
harm, or an y good for that matter. 
If it is taken by in jection or by 
mou th, when too mu ch is given there 
is a ten d en cy for the skin an d tissu es 
immed iately ben eath the skin to get 
waterlogged . Wrhcn estrogen s are giv­ 
en in this way to male patien ts over 
a prolon ged period there can be some 
en largemen t of the breasts.
